After a trial which lasted far into the 
night Monday and continued Tuesday 
morning, Ray Kranz was found guilty 
by the jury of . twelve meii, which 
would carry with it a sentence in the 
penitentiary of from one to- ten years. 
There were few new facts brought out 
in the trial which have not already 
been published. 

Miss Flood was tut on ■ the stand 
Tuesday morning and testified to her 
meeting with Kranz while the latterwas 
telegraph operator at Warren ton, her 
home, the subsequent courtship, and 
Anally the flight of the couple to Mon- 
itana. She admitted that she knew he 
i =waa i married when he first made , ap- 
proaches toward her, and knew that. if 
uhe went with him it would ultimately 
lead to trouble.

Had the stack fallen in the' day time 
there is a probability that some one 
would have been- hurt, but coming as it 
did in the middle of the night, there is 
no loss except to the stack itself.

''The of£repeated statement that one' 
thousand babies die Jn Chicago every 
year from the use of cows milk/ (pre- 
sumably tuberculosis) dwindles to a 
possible sixteen as - developed by the 
Shurtleff commission from the records 
of Chicago health department for the 
year 1909. 

"Note the action of the state live 
stock board in seizing a bunch of cattle 
when the dairymen were attempting to 
show up the humbug and fallacy of >the 
tuberculin teBt and denying them the 
privilege of seeing them on post 
mortem. 

"Note what a show Collins Brothers 
and Thompson Ice Cream companies 
made of the head of the health depart- 
ment in its efforts to coerce, intimidate, 
and blackmail. tnem when they finally 
got their case in court

To make more convenient of access a 
big chain of summer resort lakes of 
northwestern Lake county, a canal is 
being excavated from Long Lake to 
Fox Lake, two miles, which will place 
at Chicago's door the entire Fox Lake 
district by materially shortening the 
time between Chicago and the lakes 
and by cutting out the necessity for 
tedious overland trips by stage. 

The new canal, thirty feet wide and 
six feet deep, is being built by property 
and resort owners of the lakes for pow- 
er boats, which will come from points 
as far north as Wilmot, Wis, Johns- 
burg, McHenry and all points in that 
direction, directly to the docks to be 
built at the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. 
Paul station at Long Lake. The cost 
of the channel is $3,500 and Yoder& 
Schwartz of Napanee, Ind., who ex- 
cavated the big Skokie canal which 
bisects Lake county north and south, 
have begun work. The canal will be 
finished by the time the resort season 
opens:* •' Long Lake is 49 miles from 
.Chicago. 

When the. new canal, is finished re- 
sorters will be able to leave the St. 
Paul; trams for power boats at Long 
Lake and travel by water to Fox Lake,- 
Petite ; Lake, -Lake Marie, Channel 
Lake and Lake Katherine, or to. Wil- 
mot, Wis., fifteen miles away. Several 
stage routes, will be done away with 
and new. land will b^ opened to resort- 
ers in the most beautiful territory in 
the middle west The canal cuts 
through a slough to Fox Lake and from 
Fox Lake onward there is a. network of 
channels for miles in every direction, 
of which the new canal will be the most 
important link. Long Lake is to be 
dammed to keep the water at a level, 
the six foot level for the. canal being 
low water mark. 

The canal will enable resorters from 
all points to land any place along hund- 
reds of miles* of resort territory and 
will bring them directly to the various 
lakes where now stage trips must be 
taken.

The shock that resulted from the ex- 
plosion of the powder mill at Pleasant 
Prairie played many strange nranks 
but it is doubtful if there was any 
more unusual than the one which befell 
John Pillifant of West Washington 
street, Waukegan. The shock caused 
him to recover from a stroke of paraly- 
sis. The cure is considered almost as 
wonderful as those performed in Bibli- 
cal times. 

Mr. Pillifant was on a street car a 
week ag;o Saturday when the affliction 
came upon him. He put his left hand 
into his pocket to take out the money 
for his fare. As he did so he lost all 
sensation in the member and could not 
withdraw it from his pocket £te rode 
down town and tried to get up but 
found that he had lost -the use of his 
limbs. He rode back on the car and 
when it arrived in front of his home the 
conductor, motorman and, a passenger 
helped to carry him into the^house and 
put him to bed. 

He recovered the partial use of his 
body the middle of last week but had 
lost the complete use of his left arm. 

He was in bed when the shock occur- 
red. He says he felt a pain flash 
through his head and through his life- 
less ami and almost instantaneously he 
found that he had feeling in the mem- 
ber once more. He could move his 
fingers at first and gradually he re- 
gained the complete use of his arm. 

Mr. Pillifant had not' been well for 
the past two years but as a result of 
the shock he says he feels much better 
than he has felt in a long time.

•The fight for the regulation of pow- 
der plants in Illinois and Wisconsin was 
formally started Wednesday when the 
Bishop bill for regulation of the plants 
prepared by Attorney A. E. Buck- 
master of Kenosha was submitted to 
the Senate from the committee on state 
affairs.

It is thought that the bill will un- 
doubtedly be passed at this session of' 
the legislature and that it will go into 
effect at once and be in effect before 
the big plant at Pleasant Prairie is re- 
built 

The work of rebuilding the wrecked 
village was started Monday morning 
and it is 1 expected that the village will 
be restored in loss than 60 days.

twenty-one minutes after 8 . 
o'clock Thursday evening of last week, 
excitement reigned supreme in the vil- 
lage of Antioch, and in fact in every 
home in the county of Lake when the 
immense supply of powder and dyna- 
mite at the Du Pont powder mills at 
Pleasant Prairie exploded with a force 
that caused many to think that an 
earthquake of vast proportion was up- 
on us. Buildings rocked, windows were 
shattered, doors blown open, plaster ' 
shook from the walls and dishes jarred 
from the shelves. Scarcely a house in 
the whole county was left untouched 
and in many places the doors were torn 
from the hinges. 

This is not by any means the first ex- 
plosion that has occurred at the same 
plant, but is by far the worst as far as 
property damage is concerned. . Al- 
though it was accompanied by the loss 
of only one life, that of E. J. Thompson* 
a veteran powder worker .who had 
passed throug several previous" ex- 
plosions unscathed. His body was com- 
pletely blown to atoms. 
1 The. town of Pleasant Prairie suffered 
the greatest amount" of damage, only 
one chimney was left in the viilage'and 
not a window light remained. " Build- 
ings were wrecked and many people 
were injured by falling glasp,.. brick, 
etc. Nor was the. damage confined to • 
Kenosha and Lake counties alone; --it- 
extended as far as Chicago, where' ' 
plate glass was broken from the large 
stores on State street, and even across 
the lake to Michigan and Indiana. 
Waukegan suffered severely, more so 
than Kenosha, although the latter is ' 
only 8 miles from the scene of the 
disaster. 

The cause of the explosion is as yet 
unknown, the only man who could* give 
a^clew being killed. It appears, how- < 
ever, to have started in the glaze build^ 
ing, the concussion from this causing 
one of the most terrific explosions in 
the history of the world. It is utterly 
impossible to give even an estimate of 
the amount of damage so vast is the 
era. The first shock was followed by 
five more in rapid succession and after 
a short interval by one more, each time 
the Bky being brilliantly illuminated 
just, before the shock was felt 

The five magaziges which exploded 
contained 180 tons of finished black 
powder, 1000 kegs giant powder, 25,000 • 
kegs unfinished giant powder and 280 
tons of dynamite, and the plant is now 
a complete wreck. A movement is said 
to be on foot to prevent its being re«-«^ v 
built It is considered a miracle that 
the village of Pleasant Prairie was not 
entirely destroyed as was at first .-re- 
ported. '

Prom tho very origin of the breed 
ShorthorziB have had two qualities to 
commend them to favorablo considera- 
tion, and It Is this dual capacity, of 
beef and milk ; production that has 
made them bo popular with farmers 
and Btockmon. A* beef producers 
Shorthorns ore "known of all menj". 
but their dairy qualities, though ex- 
cellent when properly developed, are 
not so genorally understood. The ear- 
ly history of tho ; breed furnishes

Hence tho pre- 
vailing opinion that Shorthorn cows 
of exceptional dairy qualities should 
bosbught among those carrying an in- 
fusion of Bates blood has a founda- 
tion in factjyot there aro exceptions 
and some notable ones'.

lent at the poll., Tho herd of Thomas 
Bates was established about the year 
1800 and soon became the most 
noted in England. 
This herd waa carefully bred for 



to the excellence of tho Scotch Short- 
horns, by the wonderful fleshing quali- 
ties he had bred Into his herd, was 
not unmindful of the dairy qualities of 
his cows, and in that mavelous herd 
of beef cattle were many matrons 
quite good at the pall. 

Tho large dairies that supply milk 
for London are composed quite large- 
ly, and In some cases exclusively, of 
Shorthorn cows. This la also true In 
part of. dairies .in New York and New 
England.

It Is very important that tho water 
drunk by the cows giving throe or. 
more gallons of mil Ik dally be warmed 
to about 60. degrees F. Otherwise the 
cows will not drink aa much as they 
need to keep up a good milk flow. 1 It 
does not take much Ico water to chill 
a thin-fleshed cow through and through 
on a cold winter day, especially when 
Bhe Is compelled to wall* somo dis- 
tance through the snow or a' cutting 
wind to get to the tank or poud. Ex- 
periments mado at tho MIosourl state 
experimental station show that drink- 
pig water Is needed In. proportion to 
tho milk ylold. That Is, a cow giv- 
ing six gallons of milk a day needs 
about twice as much water as a cow 
giving ttireo gallons a day. If tho wa- 



ter Is too cold to bo comfortable if 
drunk In large quantities, the cow will 
not drink enough, and as a result, 
will drop considerably In her milk 
yield. When Missouri Chief Josephine 
was giving about 100 pounds of milk 
each day last winter she drank dally 
about 31 gallons of. water. Imagine 
how she would have suffered If that 
had been ice water. It waa warmed, 
.however, and Josephine did not chill 
after drinking. 



Green Feeding Worth While. 
If tho beet results are to be obtain- 
ed with poultry they must bo furnish- 
ed plenty of green feed, 1b a statement 
so often hoard that Its repetition 
seems silly; yet thero aro flocks on 
fairly, prosperous farms where one 
would think the practice of regular 
green feeding had nover been heard 
of.

At farrowing tlmo tho mother 
ohould always. bo supplied with a build- 
ing that will afford shelter ,from tho 
rain nnd the wind for both tho mothei 
and the pigs until tho pigs become 
dry. If the wind strikes tho young 
pigs' when they are first born thoy 
will' often chill to death. Each farm- 
er can make his own shelter, to be In 
keeping with' his surroundings, but 
probably tho best and most econom- 
ical building that can bo mado Is i

Almost all the wealthy American widows 
seem to havo a penchant for spending more or 
less of their time in Europe and there are oth- 
ers who live there continuously, returning but 
seldom to their native land, and then only 
for visits. In this class are the widows of for- 
eign diplomats who receive pensions from the 
governments served by their lato husbands. A 
conspicuous example is afforded by Baroness 
Sternburg— tho former Miss Langham, a Ken- 
tucky beauty, who as tho result of a genuine 
romance that began as a case of love ; at first 
sight on a transatlantic liner, married Baron 
Speck. von Sternburg, a. very capable Gorman 
diplomat, who lost his llfo as the result of dis- 
case contracted. while serving his government 
In India. 

In tho field of art many American widows, 
such as Mrs. St Gaudens, aro factors, if not 
by virtue of their own talents at least aB cus- 
todians of the masterpieces left by their de- 
ceased husbands, and the Bamo Ib true in the 
spheres of literature and public life, whero the 
collection of tho papora of an eminent man or 
the publicatfon of; his memoirs has frequently 
devolved upon tho widow. In the financial 
world wealthy widows, .by sheer force of their 
monetary possessions, wield an Influence rec- 
ognized by all men of affairs. The most no- 
tablo example, of course, is that afforded by 
Mrs. Hetty Green, who controls one of the 
wealthiest and most powerful of the Now York 
banks. 




CURRENT W RECKS A BRIDGE 

Twonty-Seven Big Timbers Aro Cut 

Through In One Day by Aid of 

Electricity. 



Ono of tho most lngouious uses to 
which electricity waBover put was In 
tho wrecking of a brldgo over the Wa-^ 
bash In Indiana. 

This brldgo had been purchased by 
tho county authorities, who Intended 
to replace It by a steel' structure erect- 
ed on tho old ipiers and abutmonts. 
Tho owner agreed to remove tho 
brldgo" In 30 days. 

Tho chief difficulty lay in the short 
tlmo agreed- upon. for tho removal- of 
tho brldgo. Several wreckers to whom 
tho matter was submitted declared 
that it would bo impossible within 30 
days to pull down tho old brldgo with- 
out injury to tho piers. 

Tho Btructuro might be blown up 
with dynamite, but the explosion 
would also destroy, tho piers. Wero.it 
fired, the boat would crack and injuro 
tho masonry of. tho bridge. Tho -30 
days explrod, and an extension of ono 
wcok was grantod. 

The owner was- at his ;wlts* ond,' 
when ho" chanced upon an electrician 
.Who proposed, not to 1 blow up tho 



bridge, but to burn it apart. His pro- 
posal was gladly accepted. 

Kach-span of the brldgo waB com-, 
posed of nine chords of' three timbers 
each. Tho 27 bIHb wero to bo cut 
simultaneously, so that tho span would 
drop between tho piers. Into tho river. 
Tho cutting was to be accomplished 
by burning through the wood with 
loops of iron resistance made red-hot 
.by the, pa'ssago of tho electric current. 

Fifty-four resistance loops woro 
heated to wreck each span, and tho 
spans wero wr6cked ono at a time. 
Sufllclent current was used to heat the 
Iron wires cherry red. Tho .result wbb 



exactly tho Bamo with every Bpan. Be- 
tween the turning on of the current 
and the fall of tho span an hour and 
40 minutes elapsed. Then the mass 
of timbers fell Into the water well ln- 
Blde tho piers, bo that they were unin- 
jured. 

The cut made by tho hot wire was 
sharp and clean,' arid tho wood was 
not charred, more than an Inch from 
tho place of fracture. 

The current was first turned on at 
about five o'clock in the morning, and 
at two in the afternoon tho last span 
crashed down to tho river bed.— 
Scientific American. 



A BALL FOR.. BABY 



If over lovo is stitched into a gift 
It goeB into the one that celebrates 
baby's first, birthday. One of tho pret- 
tiest presents, which will glvo the 
little one great Joy, is d largo edition 
of those balls which tho happy 
mothers of today delighted to faBhlon 
nB children wjth two circles of card- 
board perforated In tho center. 

Instead" of making the circles an 
inch or two in diameter, mako thorn 
full six inches in size,' and use pink 
and whlto or pale blue and whito wool 
of a very fleecy type. Tie the wool 



through tho perforation in tho card- 
board and then proceed to fill up tho 
hole by drawing the wool through and 
through over tho cardboard until no 
more will' pass. Cut It and tio it be- 
tween the two circles and remove 
those by tearing them away. 

Tho ball should bo' sewn on to nar- 
row satin ribbon, bluo or pink, as the 
caBe may bo, and to this ribbon 
should be attached a quantity of little 
gold or silver bolls, which will Jin glo 
merrily when the ball vis swung to" and 
fro by the ribbons.

GIVING BELLS THEIR TONE 

All of Them Must Go Through a 

Process of Tuning, Like Any- 

Musical Instrument 

"What a beautiful, tone .that bell 
has!" is often heard.. There aro few, 
however, who know how. a* bell re- 
ceives its' joyful, or solemn tones. - 

All bells after they are cast and 
finished must go through a process 
of tuning the same as any ■ other 
musical instrument before they ^re- 
spond with a clear, true tone. Every 
bell sounds five, notes, which must 
blend together In order, to produce 
perfect harmony, / 

The tuning of a bell is " done "by 
means of shaving thin bits from vari- 
ous parts of the metal. It Is as easy 
for an expert bell-tuner to put a bell 
In tune as "It Is for a piano-tuner to 
adjust his* instrument to perfect 
chords. 

At first thought it would seem that 
a bell would be ruined should tho 
tuner shave off too much at the last 
tuning, or tho fifth sound, but such Is 
not the case. He would, however, 
be obliged to begin afresh, starting 
with the first one and and shaving 
the bell until it gavefforth Its har- 
monious sound at the fifth tone.

OF FEDERALS. 



100 KILLED AND WOUNDED 



Machine Gun Flro Repulsea Insurrec- 
tos, Who Attack Diaz' Force of 
300 at Agua Prleta— Band of 120 
Trapped, 50 Slain. 



Mexico City. — Conditions bordering 
on panic reign throughout northern 
Mexico. A'ceordlng to reports re- 
ceived here Sunday the fedorul troops 
wore victorious in two battlos fought 
against the revolutionists in which 
100 men were killed and wounded. 

At Agua Prleta, across the border 
from Douglas, Ariz., 500 rebels Sun- 
day attacked 300 federal troops, but 
wcro unable to withstand the flro of 
the machine guns and retreated. The 
rebels were armed with rifles only. 
The total casualties are placed at 
thirty-five. 

A body of 120 insurrectos was cut 
to pieces by state rurales at San 
Bartollto Pueblo Saturday. Moro 
than fifty were killed, eleven serious- 
ly wounded and twenty-seven cap- 
tured. Owing to the fact that the 
rurales have adopted the revolution- 
ists' tactics of ambushing their enemy, 
none of their number was killed and. 
only a few wounded. 

Colonel Guerrero, in command of 
tho rurales, upon learning the rebels 
were marching to attack the munici- 
pality of Nativltas, sent 100 of his 
men to meet them. Fifty others were 
ordered to cut ofT the retreat. 

Tho first force selected a favorable 
position overlooking a ravine through 
which the rebels must pass, and when 
they wero in tho trap opened a mer- 
ciless lire on them. The rebels are 
said to have made a stubborn fight 
hut at the end of a half hour they 
were completely demoralized. 

Tho rebels have, answered Presi- 
dent Diaz' order suspending the civil 
guarantees with an order to give no 
quarter. This Is taken here to mean 
that the fighting hereafter will be 
marked by all the barbarity of 
medieval times. 

Reports from Chihuahua, delayed 
several days in transmission, relate a 
distressing state of affairs In that city. 
Owing to the closing down of some 
of the industrial establishments and 
the running on short time of others, 
on account of the shortage of coal, 
many workmen have been thrown out 
of employment and are facing starva- 
tlon. J 

'<'. Thoroughly aroused by tho spread 
of brigandage and vandalism incident 
to tho revolution, and determined to 
protect property, the Diaz govern- 
ment will wage against the lawless 
element a pitiless war of extermina- 
tion. 

Resurrecting a provision of the 
Mexican constitution not used for la 
years, and acting under its authoriza- 
tion, the government will set aside 
for six months certain personal guar- 
antees. 

All persons detected In the act of 
highway robbery, of raiding a village 
or farm, or train wrecking, or cutting 
telegraph or telephone wires or even 
of removing a Bpiko from a railroad 
track or throwing a stone at a train 
will be summarily shot. 

The bill providing for this drastic 
measure was sent to tho permanent 
commission of tho federal congress. 
It was signed by Miguel Macedo, sub- 
secretary of the department of the in- 
terior, and says its enactment is tho 
wish of the president. 

That the measure did not Immedi- 
ately become a law Is due to official 
form! The permanent commission Is 
a body endowed with power to act 
when congress is not in session. Tho 
members of the commission unani- 
mously approved the measure, but, 
under tho law, It is necessary that tho 
bill come up for a second reading. 

It was referred to a subcommittee 
and this subcommittee was Instructed 
to report It to the commission at a 
special session. It will be favorably 
.acted upon. 

The decision to ask for the "sus- 
pension of personal guarantees" pro- 
vided for by the constitution wa3 
reached by the president in confer- 
ence with the members of his cabinet. 



JAPAN TREATY BEST 

TAFT COMMENDS CONGRESS, BUT 
ALSO CENSURES. 



Declares Failure to Enact Reciprocity 

Agreement Was Great Dlsap- 

" polntment. 

Atlanta, Gru— In an address • before 
tho Southern Commercial Congress Fri- 
day President Taft declared that tho 
failure to pnact reciprocity with' Cana- 
da was the greatest disappointment of 
the Sixty-first congress, and that the 
greatest achievement was the ratifica- 
tion of the treaty with Japan. 
) He reached tho convention hall short- 
ly, before 12 o'clock and was given a 
tremendous ovation. 

The president wai Introduced by for- 
mer Governor Francis of Missouri. 

"The Sixty-first congress Just closed 
has enacted moro useful and progress- 
ive legislation' In its three sessions 
than any congress since the war. 

"One of the crying evils of the pres- 
ent day Is the expense of litigation. 
This congress has passed an act ma- 
king substantial reductions in tho cost 
of appealing cases from tho courts of 
first Instance to the courts of appeals." 

Tho president then enumerated sev- 
eral other laws that were passed.. , 

"A great disappointment of the ses- 
sion," he continued, "was tho final de- 
feat of a permanent tariff board. 

"Finally, and the most important 
thing which wa3 done In the session 
just closed, was the ratification of the 
treaty with Japan. 

"Of course, the greatest disappoint- 
ment of the session was the failure of 
the senate to follow the lead of the 
houso In ratifying the reciprocity 
agreement made with Canada. 

".When we entered upon the negotia- 
tions I authorized the secretary of 
state and his commissioners to offer 
free trade in everything, but this Can- 
ada could not grant us. 

"Canada is at the parting of tho 
ways. If we now reject this opportun- 
ity we shall throw away an opportun- 
ity for mutual benefit not likely to re- 
cur. 

"Under my promise to use my ut- 
most efforts to secure the ratification 
of this agreement by congress I have 
felt it my duty upon the failure of the 
senate to act to call an extra sc33lon 
for the purpose of securing the ratifi- 
cation of the agreement. I feel confi- 
dent that a test of six months of this 
agreement will so vindicate the wis- 
dom of adopting It as to remove It 
from political discussion thereafter." 



FREED OF BRIBERY CHARGE 

Illinois Legislators Declared "Not 
Guilty" of Conspiracy In Connec- 
tion With Furniture Contracts. 



Springfield, 111., March 13.— After 
three and one-half hours* deliberation, 
during which time about twenty-one 
ballots were taken, the jury in the 
trial of State Senator Stanton C. Pera- 
berton of Oakland and of former Hep^ 
resentatlvc Joseph S. Clark of Van- 
dalla, who are charged with entering 
Into a conspiracy to secure money cor- 
ruptly for their votes In awarding the 
contract for the furnishing of tho sen- 
ate and house chambers of the state- 
house, returned a verdict of "not 
guilty." 

At the first trial, two months ago, 
the jury failed to agree. 

Pemberton and Clark were mem- 
bers of a special committee named 
by the legislature to purchase furni- 
ture for the house of representatives. 
It was charged that they attempted 
to secure a bribe from representatives 
of furniture companies, which bid on 
the contract.

Danville, 111. — The Vermilion county 
vote probe grand jury returned Us first 
botch of Indictments Friday against 
men accused of a crime against the 
ballots. Twenty-five in all were re- 
turned, and while the state's attorney's 
office was reticent regarding them, As- 
sistant State's Attorney Doyle admit- 
ted one had been returned agajnst 
County Attorney Ralph Colo and 
Charles Colloy. editor of a labor news- 
paper, devoted to negroes. These in- 
dictments do not charge the meu with 
selling their franchise, but allege they 
accepted money an election day for tho 
specific purpose of working for^i cer- 
tain candidate. 



Virginia, Minn.. March 13.— Ten 
bodies, crushed almost into an un- 
recognizable mass of flesh and hopes, 
havo been recovered from the Nor- 
man open-pit inlne where an ava- 
lanche of earth, rock, ice and snow 
burled twenty-six miners. The other 
sixteen btfllles havo not been reached, 
but the mine officials are bending 
every effort to expedite tho work of 
rescue. The catastrophe was due, it 
is said, to tho thaws of tho last fow 
days suddenly loosening bowlders and 
earth and forcing the ore body to 
slide toward the bottom of the pit. 

Only four who were working on the 
outer edge, had a chance to run, and 
escaped the avalanche. Three of 
these are in a hospital suffering from 
probably fatal Injuries.- 

The place that was an open pit be- 
fore tho slide Is a choked area of rock 
and ore and earth, with here and 
there parts of a body in sight An 
army of men with shovels' is working 
desperately to recover the bodies. Tho 
work Is tedious and pursued under ex- 
treme difficulties. 

It will be days before the bodies 
can be recovered and all the parts of 
many probably never will be as- 
sembled. The mass of rock and earth 
ground many of them Into shreds. 

The name of only one victim could, 
be learned, Paul Paulson, a widower, 
who leaves seven children. His wife 
died a month ago. 

The miners who were taking up one 
of the two tracks in the pit In order 
to permit the great steam shovel to 
work in another section of the mine 
were for the most part bent over with 
bars and claws when tho avalanche 
swept them Into eternity. 1 There was 
no chance for anybody to move a foot 
Chief of Police Kills Walsh was noti- 
fied of the accident by one of the 
mino engineers.* He hastened to the 
mine, which is nbout three-quarters of 
a mile outside the city limits, but 
found that the forces -of tho Oliver 
Mining company were amply able to 
take care of the situation from the 
standpoint of preventing undue con? 
fusion. The women and children who 
had lost their husbands and fathers 
talked in their native tongue to tho 
men who- were shoveling. 

The Norman employs about 1,000 
men when running to capacity. Just 
at this time, however, several hun- 
dred are employed, working In night 
and day shifts. 



-Washington. — Richard A. Balllnger's 
resignation as secretary of tho In- 
terior was accepted by President 
Taft and Walter. L. Fisher of Chicago 
was Tuesday appointed as his suc- 
cessor. 

Mr. Balllnger tendered his resigna- 
tion' in a letter on January 19, being 
on the condition of his health. Tho 
president replied at once, expressing 
his confidence in Secretary Balllnger, 
his reluctance to accept his resigna- 
tion, and requested tho secretary to 
remain In ofllco until the cIobo of tho 
session of congress. Immediately on 
the adjournment of congress Secre- 
tary Balllnger renewed his rcqueBt 

Tuesday President Taft, In a letter, 
formally accepted the resignation and 
.Mr. Fisher was appointed as his suc- 
cessor, his commission being signed 
Immediately by tho president. Mr. 
Fisher will take ofllco Immediately. 

"I have had tho fullest opportuni- 
ty," the president says in his letter 
accepting the resignation*, "to know 
you, to know your standards of serv- 
ice to the government and the public, 
to know your motives, to know how 
you have administered your ofllco and 
to know tho motives of those who 
have assailed you." 

And In the conclusion of his letter 
the president declares that "every 
fiber of my nature rebels against such 
hypocrisy" (referring to the attacks 
on Balllnger's character) "and nerves 
mo to fight such a combination and 
such methods to. tho bitter end, lest 
success In this Instance may form a 
demoralizing precedent. But person- 
al consideration for you and yours 
makes me feel that I have no right 
to ask for a further sacrifice." 

The president goes on to declare It 
evident that he has been himself the 
ultimate object of the attack, and says 
that to insist on Mr. Balllnger's re- 
maining In office "with tho prospects 
of further efforts against you, la 
selfishly to impose on you more of a 
burden than I ought to Impose.".

Statehood Advocates Invade Capital

WASHINGTON was invaded recently 
by an army of leading, politicians 
and business men from Arizona and 
New Mexico, who came to urge . con- 
gress to tako favorable action on 
iBtatehood for these territories. 

It had been , supposed this ..action 
could be taken by the, president and 
-statehood accomplished by proclama- 
tion, In case congress should adjourn 
without acting. But the statehood 
tboomers found that Attorney General 
Wickersham held, differently. He sayB 
jtho enabling act contains an alterna- 
tive clause making approval by Joint 
'resolution, necessary. 

To tho constitution submitted by 
{New Mexico tho principal objection of- 
fered came from those who wanted a 
!state-wido prohibition article incorpo- 
rated. Tho' objection raised against the 
Arizona constitution has been that it 
contains a sweeping recall provision 
applying to tho judiciary as every oth- 
er elective office. 

Under tho Arizona constitution the 
people cad recall tho JudgeB of any 
court and the provision is said to of- 



fend those who aro sticklers for. up- 
holding tho dignity of tho Judiciary. 

The Arizona men say a good Judge 
who doesn't become inoculated with 
corporation and trust microbes has 
nothing^ to fear from the recall, but 
that the official life of a Judge who 
leans away from the law might bo 
shortened by the recall provision, arid 
it was to provide for such cases that 
It was made applicable to the judiciary 
as^well as other offices. 

The gist of the Arizona argument to 
a cornered congressman was: 

"After our recent election 90 per 
cent of tho people voted to approve 
tho constitution. We know what . wo 
want We know what Arizona, needs. 
Why don't you let us have the consti- 
tution wo made and approved? Let us 
attend. to our own affairs — wo are 
plenty able to do it." 

It was a strong committee that 
came. on from Arizona, though hot as 
largo, as could havo been brought, for 
business men all. over the state volun- 
teered to Join the Invasion of Washing- 
ton if it was thought their presence, 
would help. 

Tho committee was carefully select- 
ed from among the , volunteers and 
instead, of chartering a special train 
and making a junket out of tho trip, 
each member came on hiB own .acr 
count, regarding it as a serious busi- 
ness matter, rather than a pleasure 
jaunt 



Railway Mail Clerks Make a Protest 
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THB men employed in the railway- 
man service have successfully ap- 
pealed to congress to correct what 
they call the /'intolerable .* conditions;' 
brought about by/ tho .'attempt of -/.tip 
department to "take up tho Black" In 
tho service. This "tako up tho slack" 
order was issued about six > months 
ago. The object of" the order- was to 
obtain greater, uniformity in the aver- 
age* hourfl of work in a day by tho rail- 
way mail clerks., According to- repre : 
dentations made' both to congress and 
to ' the 'postmaster-general tho order 
has caused great demoralization in 
the service. -In some sections of ■ the 
country tho railway mail clerks have 
threatened to quit'in a body unless re- 
lief was afforded. » 

The controversy has hung on the 



question as to what shall constitute a 
working day for the railway mail 
clerks. The burden of tho complaint 
has been that a largo , majority of tho 
men on road , duty were " not, prior 8 to 
tho issuing of tho "take-up the slack" 
order, makin. the hours now required. 

Official notice has now been given to 
the clerks that' on the lines, where 
their work 1b heavy continuously for 
six days each week, the standard of 
tho service hours .shall be considered 
as six hours. It Is announced also 
that credit for overtime will be given 
to clerks who do terminal . work at 
.either. end of- their ruiiB, or extra work 
that requires them to remain on-duty 
beyond tho standard, number of hours. 
With this arrangement the clerks gen- 
erally have expressed themselves as 
quite, satisfied. There are 14,483 rail- 
way, postal clerks assigned t to road 
duty. Tho total average , of time on 
duty on trains and at terminals Is now 
six hours and thirty-two minutes. 

The postofheo department Insists 
that' It has had no desire to put addi- 
tional burdens on the men. 



Hobson Again Predicts War With Japs 




CONGRESSMAN RICHARD PEAR- 
son Hobson of Alabama, In a re- 
cent red-hot -speech In the house of 
'■representatives, said that war with 
•Japan was bound to, come, and he. be- 
lieved that It would come within ten 
months.. Wo are utterly unpropared, 
lie said. Japan Is prepared. In fact;, 
tone is practically bankrupt because of 
{her war chest Ho detallod all of the 
(various- causes as to why Japan will 
snake war on ub. Onco the war. is on, 
too said, the European nations will, try 
to stop it and our moneyed men will 
cry for peace, out tho nation In- its 
pride will persist and the struggle will 
last for years and will become one aim- 
[ply. of endurance.*' Ho argues for an 
■Jncreaaed navy as protection. 



Japan and tho United StateB will go 
to war In tho near future. Tho con- 
flict will begin In less than ten months. 
The war will last Ave years, perhaps 
ten. Tho Panama canal will bo de- 
stroyed, and in tho end this nation will 
carry tho war to Japan and. conquer 
that kingdom. TheBO are a few of tho 
predictions made by Representative' 
Hobson, who "used to bo an officer In 
the navy. 

"We will be struck," he declared, 
"and when we are— gentlemen may dif- 
fer with mo as to the time, but I firm- 
ly believe It can bo counted In months 
on the fingers of ray two hands— we 
Will And ourselves practically power- 
less. The nations of tho world will call 
.on us, to give up the war and not con- 
tinue, to disturb the peace of the world,- 
Just as wo dltrwith Russia in her war 
with Japan. Our own financiers will 
demand that we end an apparently 
hopeless struggle. . 

"But wo will not give up. We will 
fight on, angered and humiliated, until 
it becomes a . mere question of. nx 
sources." 



Washington.— By unanimous deci- 
sion the Supreme court Monday sus- 
tained tho constitutionality of tho cor- 
poration tax law. This is the first 
great victory of the administration in 
its epooh-maklng suits before tho 
highest tribunal. 

Justice Day read the decision , in the 
corporation tax case Bults testing, the 
law having been brought from every 
section of the country. By its affirma- 
tion the revenues of tho national treas- 
ury are Increased annually more than 
$25,000|000 from the tax on the net in- 
comoB of corporations doing business 
for profit, In addition to, which the 
-principle of the right to levy such a 
tax is vindicated and, the most of all, 
that for which the government has 
been striving, access to the books of 
the big corporations and full publicity 
with regard to their affairs is abso- 
lutely assured. 

The main points of the opinion, as 
read by Justice Daycare: i 

It was within the, power of the sen- 
ate to insert the corporation pro- 
visions in a tariff law which origina- 
ted in tho house. 

The tax is an "excise tax on the do- 
ing of business," which is exactly the 
basis on- which the government de- 
fended tho law. 

The provisions of the law are not 
the arbitrary exercise bf a power. 
This was urged in argument as one 
reason why the law Bhould be held im- 
; constitutional. 

Tho tax Is regarded as measured by 
iricorao rather than being a tax on In- 
come. 

Of all tho objections to the tax 
raised by suits in all parts of the 
country none of them was found suf- 
ficient to nullify the law. 

Near tho outset of the opinion 'Is 
the statement that the tax "is Im- 
posed not upon the franchises of the 
corporation, Irrespective of their use 
in busineBB, nor upon the property of 
the corporation, but upon the doing of 
corporate or insurance business, nnd 
with respect to the carrying on. there- 
of in a sum equivalent to one per 
centum of the entire "net income over 
and above $5,000 received from all 
sources during the year— that is, when 
Imposed. In this manner, It is a tax 
upon the doing of business with tho 
advantages which inhere in the pe- 
culiarities of corporate or Joint stock 
organizations of the character de- 
scribed. As the latter organizations 
share many benefits of corporate In- 
terests it may be described generally 
as a tax upon doing business in cor- 
porate capacity." 

The tax is one per cent of the en- 
I 'tire net income over and above $5,000 
received from all sources". 

"The income," said Justice Day, "is 
not limited to such as is received from 
property uBed In the business strictly 
speaking, but Is expressly declared to 
be upon the entire net iucomo above 
$5,000 from all sources excluding tho 
amounts received as dividends on 
stocks in other corporations, joint 
stock companies or associations, or in- 
surance companies also Biibject to the 
tax. In other words, tho tax Is Im- 
posed upon the doing of business of 
tho character described and the meas- 
ure of the tax Is to be the income with 
the .deduction stated, received not 
only from property used in business, 
out from every Bource." 

Justice Day drew the distinction be- 
tween tho corporation tax and the for- 
mer Income tax Jaw, which was 'de- 
clared unconstitutional, in answering 
objections that had been raised 
against tho corporation tax. He said 
tho Income tax was held to be direct 
because Imposed on property simply 
because of. its ownership. 

"In the present case," Bald Justice 
Day, "the tax is not payable .unless 
there Is a carrying on or doing of busl- 
nes in tho designated capacity " and 
this is made the occasion for the tax, 
measured by tho standard prescribed. 
The difference between mere owner- 
ship of property and the actual doing 
pf business In a certain way,", 

Justice Day first considered whether, 
as claimed, tho law made an unconsti- 
tutional djBtinctlon between the cor- 
porations^and partnerships or indi- 
viduals. Ho Bald there was a sub- 
stantial difference between the carry- 
ing on of- business between corpora- 
tions taxed and tho same business 
when cdnducted by a private firm or 
Individual. 

Measurement of the tax by the net 
income of the corporation or the com- 
pany '{received by it from all sources 
was .-defended by Justice Day in his 
opinion as not being so unequal and 
so nrbltrary and baseless, as to fall 
outside- of the taxing power.
